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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 20-24 in Paper No. 1 2 is 
acknowledged. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the hole for a screw in the further 
section 4 or 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claims 20-24. No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The following is a quotation of an appropriate paragraph of 37 CFR 1 .75: 

(d) The claim or claims must conform to the invention as set forth in the remainder of the specification and the 
terms and phrases used in the claims must find clear support or antecedent basis in the description so that the 
meaning of the terms in the claims may be ascertainable by reference to the description. (See 1.58(a)). 

4. Specification is objected under 37 C.F.R. 1.75(d) because a hole in the further 
section 4 or 5 has been neither described in the specification nor shown in the drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Goodman. 
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Goodman (Figures 1-7) shows a battery terminal cable 22 having an insulation 48, 
and a strand with a plurality of fine wires 46, which are pressed together to form a flattened 
portion 68. A contact piece (called lug) is secured to the strand by welding. The flattened 
portion and the contact piece have a hole 58 for a screw. The portion of the strand between 
the flattened section and the unflattened portion extend longitudinally at an angle to the 
longitudinal axis of the cable. 



7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 20-24 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
